Document 1 (page 1, right column) describes "silver powder with a particle size distribution of 0. 1 to 20 
xm and an average particle size of 2 to 3 ]Lim." Hence, it is evident that the silver powder of document 1 
includes the silver powder of the present application. So, the subject matters of claims 1, 2 and 6 do not appear 
to be novel. 

The subject matters of claims 10, 1 1, 15, 16, 20 and 21 do not appear to involve an inventive step, since 
document 2 (claim 3) describes that fine Ag powder is flat. 

The subject matters of claims 3-5, 7-9, 12-14, 17-19 and 22-24 appear to be novel and to involve an 
inventive step, since they are neither described in any of the documents cited in the ISR nor obvious to a person 
skilled in the art. 
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
